The availability of a printed 
table, Internal Revenue Service 
Document No. 6320, reflecting 
nverage state general sales tax 
payments by Maine residents 
Was announced today by Whit. 
noy lL. Wheeler, District Di- 
tector of Internal Revenue at 
Angusta. 

“Taxpayers who itemize the + 
deductions instead of taking 
the standard deduction on 
Form 1040 may find the table 
helpful din determining the 
amount paid for snles taxes 
during 1961,” he said. 

Mr. Wheeler stated that the 
law requires taxpayers to aub- 
stantiate any deduction ¢claim- 
ed on their returns and, df re- 
queated, they must be prepared 
fo do so, Ordinarily, however. 
they will not be asked to pro- 
duce records to support tke 
sales tax deduction claimed 
unless [t exceeds the amount 
shown in the table. He point- 
ed out, in this connection, that 
the tabulated average state 
general sales tax payments 
take into account taxes paid 
on Jarge household items and 
automobiles as well as pay- 
ment of compensating general 
use tax on ottteof-state pur- 
chases of taxable commodities, 
Therefore, taxpayers, who wish 
to determine their total gener- 
al sales tax payments by add- 
ing taxes paid on their major 
expenditures to taxes paid on 
their ordinary ‘purchases, 
should hot use the figure in the 
table ta a menaure of thetr 
anles tax payments on ordinary 
expenditures,
